If 
this is to be done, it demands more 
than residence in treaty ports, and 
more than journeys into China’s far 
interior, If demands tong and inte)- 
ligent residence therein. It demands 
deep study of one of tho moat com- 
plex problema with which the Western 
(or white man’s) mind in, or has been 
confronted. F

DIVIDE AND RULE .

force of rulo in the absence of rule”. 
It required o long time for my weat- 
em mentality to got o prip on the 
truth of this statement, ere is no: 
doubt that Western men in positions 
of power in and out of Governments, 
generally speaking, do not undorstand 
and appreciate thin highly scien- 
tific human analysis, even if thoy 
have ever henrd of it, which in doubt- 
ful. The question also nrines to-day 
na to what extent Chincso men in 
positions of power understand — this 
deep analysis which comea down from 
remote Chincso authority. 

“There wan evidence of Chinese 
adaptation of the principle “divide 
and rule” in the year 1921 when tho 
Chinese Government invited six for- 
cin flying instructors to instruct, ad- 
vise, and operate tho first official alr 
college and air Wnes at Peking, They 
comprised three Britishers, twa 
Americans, and one Frenchman. The 
ground staff woro all British, as were 
the aircraft and engines. Tho flying 
instructors, although international, 
were aj] taken from nations allied 
during the great war of 1914/18, and 
in general, the ‘poney, and tho results 
were united and successful from the 
technical point of viow. 

“The Peking college was the founda- 
tlon of the present day Chineso Air 
Force. 

“In 1929, whilat flying In Talyuanfu, 
I met a class of Chineso flying stud- 
ents who were Delng inatructe by an 
instructor who had been o student: of 
a student of a student of my own, 

MIXED TYPES 

“The Chineso Air Force since 1923 
has constant y. been in the oir in alr- 
craft and behind engines of many and 
various makes and nationalities, Tho 
same applics to even a greater extont 
to-day, From au experience and 
comparison point of view in times of 
peace, this policy may have advan- 
tayea provided students are scientl- 
ficiatly passed on during training from 
one type to the other. But na far an 
my experience goes such has not been 
tha case. In times of war, this policy 
can be most dangerous and disastrous. 
I feel very deeply for courngous 
Chineso air students of to-day who 
will soon face thelr enomy in mortal 
combat in tho alr in types of aircraft 
they have nover proviously seen and 
behind onglnes of which thoy know 
nothing. British war pilots remem- 
ber the fate of McCudden V.C, as 
soon as he changed to a now typo of 
aircraft. {fo met death not in fom- 
hot at which ho was a niaster, but 
ino treo top.

RAILWAY BENEFITS 


Railway receipts have also 
shown a marked improvement in 
the last few months of the year, 
November's receipts totalled 
$122,939, close to a record figure. 
Income for the 11 months was 
$1,159,912 against an estimate of 
$1,100,150 for the whole year, 

Duties are up by some $800,000 
over last year, and at tha end of 
November, the revenue from this 
source had exceeded the 1937 esti- 
mate by some $300,000, It is ex- 
pected that the final figure will 
show a return $1,000,000 in excess 
of the estimate. 

Expenditure has fallen below 
expectations, and at $28,914,549 
at the end of November, 1937, the 
estimate of $32,269,160 for the 
whole year seemed untikely to be 
reached, The discontinuance of 
the levy on civil servants’ salaries 
and higher payments under the 
head of Military Contribution ac- 
count for the increase in expen- 
diture by some $2,300,000 us com- 
pared with the first, 11 months ot 
1936.

To translate the Profes- 
sor’s sentence into modern 
slang, it would read some- 
thing like this, “Man has 
been 80 mad about science 
that he’s gone nuts.” 


No, I didn’t mean that at all, 
but just that civilisation has gono, 
and is going, mad in a scientific 
fashion, . 


I don’t . know svhether Dr. Hu 
Shih would feel flattered to bo 
told that by his statement, which 
the Professor quoted, he places 
himself in complete agreement 
with the Socialist intelligentsta 
of Great Britain, with such men 
as H. G, Wells, and John Strachey, 
men who in greater or lesser de- 
gree are lending the English- 
speaking world into this scientific 
madness. 


The Wellsian . 
Utopia 


For Instance, take tho now 
familiar Wellsian Utopia, which 
Huxley caricatures in the Brave 
New World. It ia’ based upon 
scientific progress and mechanil- 
cal invention. (in Professcr Mid- 
dleton-Smith’s sense.of the word) 
—all progress is towards a great 
and evor greater officiency, in the 
end towards & ‘world in which at- 
solutely nothing vor goes ‘wrong. 
What our scientists, (and the Pro- 
fessor cannot deny that Wells 
has “devoted considorabld ‘thought 
t.. . toa study of scfontifi 
hubjécts”) don’t secom -to realis 
js that, in thoir. ‘longed -for Utopla

idea that I am indulging in Ches- 
tertonlan paradoxes, or that I am 
going to proceed to urge a return 
to Madinevalism.

Far from deriding the achieve- 
ments of the scientists and “the im- 
provements in social conditions 
duo to science and inventions,” I 
am only seeking to indicate that 
the eternal valucs are not “solenti- 
fic” values in Professor Middle- 
ton-Smith’s senso of tho word. 

The cternal values ore human 
and roligious. 


I know that that sentence is 
just words, that it requires yvo- 
lumes to explain it and expound 
It, but that is being done every- 
day by preachers, priests, pro- 
phots, and by philosophers of 
certain schools,-so we may leave 
alone meantime and return to our 
subject. 


The Science 
Called Marxism 


There. is another aspect of the 
subject. which Professor , Middle- 
ton-Smith and his “exasperated” 
friends may have overlooked, and 
that Is‘the fact of the. new 
“science” called Marxism which 
to-day is: supplanting unagientific 
capitalism. Now I for one am not 
an orthodox Marxist, nor do I 
believe that Marxism {s a sclence 
although it is a thousand times 
nearer to a science than capitalist 
rationalising. 


Marxism is ‘a “system under 
which scientific invention and 
achievement would proceed, more 
rap{dly than it does under Capi- 
talism. The tendency of Capital- 
ism is to slow scientific progross 
down, because under Capitalism 
any invention which docs not pro- 
miso immediate profits Ia gencral- 
ly nogiccted, sometimes, indecd it 
is ‘ruthlessly ‘suppressed. Some 
years ago someone invented a 
gramophone needle which ‘would 
lust for twenty or thirty years. 
Ono of the bly gramophone com- 
panies bought up the patent rights 
and nothing has been heard of it 
since. Such has been tho case with 
many other inventions in recont 
years.. But Ofarxism would ro- 
movo the profit: motive from s0- 


cjoty and-work and tho invontor 


“carried on 


ton-Smith, that while I appreciate 
what sciences have done to make 
life happier, I do not want to sco 
mankind generally adopting the 
standards and the motives of the 
scientist, just because they, like 
me, are not scientists. I have no 
reverence for the scientific as 
such. I reverence truth no mat- 
ter how it is discovered. And it 
is because that {9 s0 that I do not 
want-men and women to worship 
the word “scientific” ang. to go 
mad “scfentifically,” because 
sefence alone, or science plus. re- 
creations such as you mention, 
tennis and golf, are insufficient to 
satisfy man’s whole nature. If 
that statement is not truc then 
‘not only I am wrong, but Jesus of 
Nazareth and a thousand others 
whose words the world still hold 
precious, were wrong too. 


The greatest things in life are 
not case and power and comfor- 
tablencas, but work and Jove and 
suffering. And these three are al- 
ways found together {In overy 


great life, and in evory life that | 


is greatly happy. 


Not Beyond 
Hope .- 


To-day the world is going after 
tho other things, selfishly and 
cruclly, and while the immediate 
resulta are relatively bad when 
placed alongside the scientific 
Utopia, although they aro utter- 
ly wrong when placed bosidh 
moral truth, and the teaching of

The task of soul and 
mind to-day Is to humanise 
life—to humanise science, 
to humaniso.

ECENTLY Mr. Landon, the 

, Republican candidate in the 
last American PresidentinI clec- 
tlon, publicly offered his support 
to -Mr. Rodaovelt in the Far Ens- 
tern: crisis.

Older readers of the “Sun- 
day Herald” — will recollect 
that on the eve of — the 


war Mr: Bonar Law wrote just 
such a letter to assure Mr. As- 
quith of the support of his Party, 
should Britain be involved in a 
conflict with Germany. 

Neither in the United States nor 
in England are euch letters writ- 
ten lightly or every day. They 
are penned deliberately, and only 
when the leaders of the ruling 
class sense the risk of war. 

Mr. Roosevelt promptly replied 
that the international emergency 
demanded “American Ieadership.” 

Since thia verbal dressing of 
the ranks, the American flag has 
suffered two further outrages, 
which must have been Intentional, 

Jt is now-clear that Japanese 
guarantees of correct behaviour 
are worth no more than Japanese 
reprets for past wrongs. The at- 
tracks and the public insults con- 
tinue in an endless series, Noth- 
ing changes, save that the victim 
is by turns first the Stars and 
Stripes and, then the Union Jack. 

The next move lies with Wash- 
ington, and if it is not auction, it 
ean hardly be leas than a threat 
uf action, open or veiled, 

“Action” is a polite word which 
means, if not war, at least the 
physical movement of the engines 
of war. . 


SHADOW OF WAR 

To this situation the American 
nation must adjust itself accord- 
ing to its conscience.

‘ene. Jupanese, American and Bri- 


tish males in the flower of their 
youth will dic in torment; women 
and children will be buried under 
ruined cities. . : : 

It {a probable, though far from 
certain, that a Chinese republican 
Government wil be enabled to sur- 
vive amid the ashes of China. 

While these events, stretching 
it may be over several years, oc- 
cupy the Far Enatern theatre, 
what do you suppose will happen 
in Europe? 

As the struggle continues in the 
Far East, England will be oli- 
minated from the map of Europe. 
Its flect and its air force are not 
strong enough to operate victori- 
vusly -in ‘Chinese waters and ef- 
fectively in the Mediterranean, 

Nor is France able to hold that 
sen alone. Spain will become tho 
holpless prey of Mussolini.

Tho victory at Teruel is a proof

IN WHICH CAMP? 

But I have forgotten “collective 
security.” Where Is it? Two great 
Powers, because their ships have 
been sunk, thelr flags insulted, and 
thelr trade Injured, decide to take 
joint action against Japan.

tige and class profit, 

If you call that collective 
security, these words will cover 
almost every war in British his- 
tory, for thls Empire’ has waged 
no major wares alone. ; 

If you reply that this action 
would be undertaken for China’s 
auke, you must_explain why it was 
mooted, not when Chinn was in- 
vaied, but only after the Panay 
had been punk, .

BRIDGE NOT£S 


Forcing Bids 


: BY ELY CULBERTSON 
HERE are many kinds of bids 
H used in’ modern contract 
bridge. but a fair-average game 
can be played by employing only 
two varicties of bid — approach 
bids and forcing bids. For ex- 
ponents .who have no desire to 
burden their minds with scores of 
ever-changing conventions, such 
as the meaning of Asking Bldgs 
und Two-way “Three” Bids, I ad- 


Vise a thorough study of the key], 


approach and key forcing bids of 
any sound = system. With this 
knowledge few games need be 
missed, and the thrill of bidding 
aoshim will not infrequently be 
enjoyed, 


some — of 
the key forcing bids — that 
a player can make before his 
partner has bid will be dealt with. 
There are four of these of con- 
siderable importance :-~ 


In this article 


(1) The opening “Two” bid. 


(2) The jump overeall when an 
opponent has opened the bidding. 


(3) The informatory double of 
an opponent's opening ov support- 
ings bid. 


(4) The direct overcall in op- 
ponent’s suit. 


Opportunities of using each of 
these bids occur often enough to 
make the bids a neceasury part of 


every player's technique. 


(1) The opening Two" bid 
should be made on hands that hold 
out a very good prospect of game 
even without) much support from 
purtner, The “Two" bid should 
not be used unless the hand con- 
tains at lenst four honour-tricks, 
or -preferably five. At the same 
time, playing-tricks should also be 
counted, A hand containing six 
honour-tricks and only seven 
playing-tricks is not so suitable 
for a “Two” bid as a hand con- 
taining only four honour-tricks 
and eight or nine playing-tricks, 
The six-honour-trick hand might 
be opened with “Two No Trumps,” 


which is forcing in some systems, |: 


but, aso rule, merely a strong in- 
vitation to partner to bid the 
same.

Note that, Hand 1, on which 
“Two No Trumps” might be bid, 
ia lacking in playing-tricks, while 
Hand 3 has great playing-trick 
strength but fewer honour-tricka. 


The jump overcall: when an op- 
ponent has opened the bidding is 
forcing, by most systems, for at 
lenst one round. East, an oppon- 
ent, opens with “One Diamond,” 
and South bids ““Two Spades.” 
North ought then to make 
every effort to respond, for his 
partner. has announced great dis- 
tributional strength. Still, in some 
systems, this jump overcal! is only 
semi-forcing, so it is better to have 
a clear understanding with part- 
ner as to its meaning.

The new super service station 
has been built for the Standard-

Situated on the corner of Ar- 
senal Street and Lockhart Road, 


the new station is clearly visible DURABLE 


from Ifennessy and Queen's Road 


and the architecta, Meséra, 
Palmer & Turner, ‘have made tho 
most of the commanding position 
by designing a very striking corn- 
er feature consiating of a glass 
brick tower which riaea from the 
roof of the main building and 
commands instant attention, This 
ia the first time these glass bricks 
have been used in the Colony. At 
night this tower is illuminated 
from within while bright red neon 
tubing runs up the outside shap- 
ing the word ‘SOCONY'.
